8, 1910 — At ton o'clock this morn 
ing the Nintli ('onvenlion of the 
National Association was called to 
firder by Presi<lont Vodiiz, in llie 
chapel of tlie CJolorndo Institution 
for Ihe Deaf and Blind. 

Sealed on the platform wcie the 
representalivos of China, Li Yung 
Yew, Imperial <^onsnl General, and 
the Chinese Vice Consul, and Meniy 
F. Avery, Mayor Of Colorado 
!^i 'lings, Prof. Percival Hall, Pre- 
-nt of Uallandet College at 
M isliinglon, D ('., Principal Aigo, 
President Humphrey, and Directors 
of the Institntion. 

'I'heie were fully tliree hundred 
and llfty inemheis of Ihe National 
Association present. 

President Veditz made n few 
opening remarks, and explained 
thai Secretary Ritter was tinalile to 
come, ns busiiiess involving the 
vital Interests of his school for the 
colored deaf at Newport News, Va., 
proventw<l. Mr. O. H. Regensburg 
was ap|)ointed Sectolary pro tern. 

Rev. Mr. Michaels made the in- 
vocation, which he preceded with 
the Doxology, all of Ihe members 
joining in concoitod signs —

Kor 
tlie past three years the Colorado deaf havo 
been tbiiikiuK and plnnniiiK to ciitertnin 
you at the ninth mili'stone in your pro 
KresNive innri'h. Nor weio wethinkinK anil 
planning under compiilNion, but of our own 
free will and with every dexire to do honor 
to a distiuKulHhed gueRt. When you leave 
U8, iUKtend of lieliiu bankrupt like thoMe 
lioor wretchfcl Abilities, we shall Im' enrich- 
ed, for you will rentier far more tliau it Ih 
in your p<iwer to i<ive. 

(Wr uiountaiiiM, our passes, our canons, 
our waterfalls, our caverns are all yours. 
They came from (iod's hand, aiid.4)e placed 
them here for you and all men to admire. 

Hut the welcome we ^ive you is our own. 
Itigas warm, as spontaneous as it is pos- 
sible for human hearts to make it. 

Kriends from far and near, in the name of 
I he Colorado deaf, 1 bid you welcome. 

When President Veditz intioduo- 
ed Consul General Li Yunsr Yew, 
the applause wa.s lerriHc and oon- 
tinued several minutes, the Consul 
and Vice Consul standing smiling 
and bowing till it ceased. Consul 
Li Yung Yew is unable to speak 
Knglish, so Ihe Vice Consul inter- 
preted for him and Principal Aruo 
lenilered llie address into signs. 
He said he was .soiry China had no 
institutions for the deaf like onrs. 
Missionaries from the Occident had 
long woiked and ilone great service 
among tho Chinese, and it was <lue 
to them that the government be- 
came aware of the possibility of 
giving education to the deaf and 
dumb. Ho promised to do what he 
could to increase the meagre educa- 
tional advantages that the deaf (d' 
China now have, and hoped in lime 
that great and good results would 
ensue. He was honored to be able 
to address such a large and intelli- 
gent number of deaf people, and 
although it was po.ssible to meet 
and greet each one personally, he 
would shak(> his own haiuis to every 
one of them. 

Hiiv. Brewster R. Allaliouirh read 
a communication from Dr. Kdward 
Miner Uallandet, retiring President 
of (iailaiidet College, which is here 
appendeil : 

Dr. Gai.laudkt's Address. 

To the Officers and Afembers of the 
National Association of the Deaf: 

Mv dkar Kriknos : — I greatly 
regret that my plans for the sum- 
mer tnake it ituix).s.sible for me to be 
with you in jierson at your proposed 
meeting in Colorado Springs. I 
rememl)er very pleasantly your 
gathering at Norfolk three years 
ago, which it was my privilege to 
attend, and then ho|.)ed to be with 
you at your meeting this summer. 
But it .seems best for me to take a 
tour in Kurojie, and I am leaving 
tlie conntry early in July, so I 
must send you my greetings and 
good wishes through yonr worthy 
President Mr. Veditz. ' 

I need hardly tell you that I am 
in full sympathy with the various 
measures in which your As.sociation 
is interested for the welfare and up- 
lifting of the deaf — I have long been 
in favor of a broad sy.stem of educat- 
ing the deaf that should include all 
methods which have been proved 
to be of value to any considerable 
portion of the deaf. You will, jier- 
haps, reiiieml)er that as long ago as 
1867, after a careful examination of 
many schools for the deaf in HuroiH.', 
I recommended that our American 
Institutions take measures to offer 
instruction in sjieech to all deaf 
children, and I was equally in favor 
of continuing this instruction in 
siieech and by si)eech only with 
those who are able really to succeed 
For those who could not attain 
success in speech and lip-reading I 
urged that the Manual Method be 
employed. I have seen no reason 
during all the years that have pass- 
ed since that time to change my 
views in regard to methods, and I 
have always held that there was a 
place in the education of all the deaf 
for judicious use of the language of 
signs. 

I have not hesitated to say that 
as I have always felt that the langu- 
age of signs may be abused in the 
education of the deaf, it may be em- 
ployed where it is not necessary or 
desirable, but equally I am in favor 
ofitsu.se iu lectures and religious 
services ; it is a distinct benelit and 
is productive of no harm. 

1 am in favor of the employment 
in schools for the deaf of deaf teach- 
ers, aud paying them adequate 
salary. I am in favor of a g<x)d pro- 
jwrtion of men in scluwds for the 
deaf. At the present time while I 
admit that many women are capable 
of teaching 1 think that too large a 
proportion of women are employee, 
in schools for the deaf. 



I believe that Associatons of the 
deaf are of value to them socially 
and otherwise, at the stme time I 
would recommend th:t the deaf 
seek association with heiring people 
as far as it is practicable 

Religious services for ihe deaf in 
the language of signs I lelieve to be 
of the greatest value. 

1 give my congratulations on what 
I am sure will be the succe.ss of your 
Colorado meeting-, and I will say 
that I hope if my life is spared tO be 
with you at your nex: gathering 
wherever it may be held 

May God bless you al and have 
us all in His keeping.

Prof. Percival Hall, President of 
(Taliaiiilet College made the follow- 
ing addiess in signs, which was 
read orally by Principal Argo. 

Prok. Percival HALt's Address. 

Afr. President, Ladies and Gentle- 
men : — I feel much pleased and 
honored to be asked to speak this 
morning to this great liody of deaf 
])eople representing as laany parts of 
the country. 

You have heard, through Rev. 
Mr. Allabough, a niessege of greet- 
ing from Dr. K. M. Gallaudet, who 
is called, most justly, in your pro- 
gram " the greatest livng benefact- 
or of the deaf." 

In his message Er. Gallaudet 
allirms his lielief in tlje necessity of 
broad methods of fducating the 
deaf ; his belief in the value of 
speech teaching for all those who 
can profit by it ; hii faith iu the 
value of sign language. He sjieaks 
of the need of a large proportion of 
men as teachers iu our schools for 
the deaf, and recogiizes the ability 
and worth of deaf ttachers 

There are three stdements I would 
like to make to you his morning. 

First I wish to .'.ssure you that 
my own views of tie education of 
the deaf are in heaty accord with 
those of Dr. Gallautet. No method 
which does not recojnize the great 
value of sjieech to tie deaf will re- 
ceive the supiwrt of ;he State. No 
method which sacrilces for speech 
the more imjwrtau interests of 
character, self suppat, and mastery 
ot I'^nglish, can ever win continued 
success. We must have broad 
methods, well admiiistered by edu- 
cators of high charaiter. 

Secondly, I wish t> congratulate 
you on your work in the interests of 
the deaf ; and e.spcially on the 
opjHjrtnnity, of whicl you have be- 
gun to lake advantag: through your 
jmblicity committee, of educating 
the public on <inest 01s roncering 
yourselves. 

The American people know too 
little about deafness and its causes. 
They know too little ilx)ut the 
lives and the needs of the deaf. 
They want the truth, the whole 
truth. They do not always get it. 
Few hearing |>eople are comjieteut 
to give it ; and' uol>ody who l)ears 
normally can give the lacts from 
your staiidiKiint. 

In niecling.s of doctors atil teachers 
and parents some facts and many 
theories of tducating the deaf are 
di.scussed. But though th» deaf are 
the ones on whom the old theories 
have been liied, and new oies must 
beu.sed, if tested at all, too often 
your exi'eriences have never been 
asked for. In regard to «very theory 
and met^Kxl of education tlie Ameri- 
can jieqile want to know the re- 
sults. You know the results, you 
(7^<- the results, of the education of 
the de»f as practiced in this cotintr^. 
Can aiy one know better ikan your- 
selves what deafness mens, what 
has cjntributed most to yoin- sadness 
or joy, your success or failure ? 

I believe the public wil listen to 
yon gladly and thankfully if you 
wi'I give it in a clear. .s:rong, atid 
di^niticd way your experieiues aud 
your beliefs in regard to iiethods of 
educating the deaf. Aud in doing 
«o you will confer a blessing on the 
\nierican j^eople. 

The third matter 1 wisll to speak 
of is your attitude toward Gallaudet 
College. I hope that yoa feel the 
Callandet College lielongsto all the 
deaf. It is not for any onf State or 
.section ; it id not for students edu- 
cated by any particular method. It 



was open to you, and will always be 
open to deserving students from 
everwhere. Its object is the same 
as that of this Convention — advance- 
ment of the deaf. I believe the 
College has met the highest needs of 
the deaf in the past. It has grown 
slowly but steadily. It is offering 
to-day higher and broader work than 
ever before. I trust it cau be made 
it meet all coming needs of the deaf. 
To do so the college should have 
your hearty supjxjrt. As a conven- 
tion, as individuals, you can help to 
make it larger, stronger, more in- 
fluential, and so you can assist in 
keeping up the noble work started 
nearly fifty years ago by that great 
friend of every one of you — Edward 
Miner Gallaudet.

Every 
conceivable class allied by the least suspi- 
cion of acoiuinunity of interests lias itscoii- 
vi'iitions, but amoiii/ them all it is to Ih> 
doubte<l if there is any class that has so 
many or »o valid reasons for thus meeting 
as oiir own. 

We possess and jealously gu.anl a langu- 
age ditTerentand apart from an v other in 
i'ouinion use— a language which nevertli- 
less is precisely what all-wise Mother .Na- 
ture ' ' ' I lie of the eye, a

to IU Hud give a distinct literature of its 
own by means of the moving pii-ture lilni. 

We are Ims. ■ ' ''".nlties and prejudices 
such as proli i mi other cla.ss. 

No other cli i.'i'ply and so vitally 

interested in the problem of education. 

It is eminently proper therefore that we 
should meet in convention to disciiss .nil 
these varied and (M'culiar problems and de- 
vise ways and means towni(l llii'ir solution. 

At the same time we have gintd reason to 
glory in the fact that considering the handi- 
ciip imposed upon us there is hardly a class 
that is so self-reliant or is ix-rfofmiiig in 
such full meaiiure the duties of citinenship 
as the American deaf. 

It is a matter of deep regn>t that more of 
our foreign friends are not with us. What 
could Ije done on our imrt wjfs done to in- 
iluce them to come. The correstxinilence 
on the imrt of Ihe Program (^oininittiH> was 
long and extensive. Invitations were trans- 
mittist to tweiity-.seven foreign govern- 
ments by the Deiwirtment of .state through 
our ambassadors and ministers abroad. 
The Department acted as intermediary on- 
ly and not olticially. TheeJTorts ,of Kepre- 
si'iitative Martin and myself to ii'diice the 
UeiMirtment to serve as official sponsor

But to do what it should do our Associa- 
tion neads a steady income— the Income 
from a permanently and safely investtsi en- 
dowment fund. In my address at Norfolk, 
I first called attention to the necessity of 
siioli a fund. Here the suggestion had the 
demerit of being an innovation, and like 
most innovation, has had to run the gaunt 
let: of op|>osition on the part of certaiu of 
the deaf. Our efforts U} interest wealthy 
philaiithro))lsts were unsuccessful and we 
are now endeavoring to secure at least a 
nucleus for such a fund in the uiiu.sed bal- 
ance that may be left over Irom the Moving 
Picture Fund. 

Given such a fund, the N. A. D- can be- 
come the militant organization it should l>e. 
It can theu send regular delegates to con-

Afr. President, Ladies and Gentle- 
men. — It is difficult for me to treat 
seriou.sly the .subject a.ssigned me 
for discussion to-day. Vou all know 
that the "restored to society" deaf 
person is a standing joke among us. 
We are alway.s bearing of him, but 
we have never .seen him. t,ike the 
Irishman's plea, as soon as we put 
our finger on him he is sure to Ije 
somewhere else, so we have never 
Ijeen able to capture a real simon 
pun oralistic " restored to society" 
deaf {jerson and hold him long en- 
ough to get him under the micros- 
cope and describe him. 

Hut seriously this is a serious 
question with us for it means much 
to us. Man is a social Ijeing. The 
deaf crave the society of their fel- 
lows just as much as other people 
and any system of education that 
deprives them of that solace is radi- 
cally defective to say the very least. 
Our Oralistic friends may Ije 
sincere in their belief that they can 
give us speech good enough for 
every day u.se and that " signs are 
a curse" to us, but they always re- 
mind me of the perpetual motion 
cranks. They are always on the 
jwint of success, but they never 
succeed, and what is more they 
never will. But as all the science 
ir ■ 'irld will never convince a 

J. I motion crank that he is 

attempting the impossible, so none 
of the arguments that we can put 
forward ; none of the countless 
Tcte examples of failure that we 
low ; none of the facts of prac- 
ce in our own lives, 
v\ vincethe Pure Oralist 

that he is attempting the impossible. 
The perpetual motion man in- 
jures no one but himself. The

our embarrassment, mortification 
and despair. They do not know, but 
we know for, as Kipling .says: 

"The toad Ijeneatfa the harrow knows

I'runches contentment to that toad." 

Our oralistic butterflies, basking 
in the sunshine of perfect hearing 
and speech preach contentment to 
us when the spikes of their own 
making pierce us to the very soul ! 

" He lauKl'sat scars wbo never felt a 
wound." 

Of courie we all know of a few 
among us especially gifter in lip- 
reading and speech who manage to 
get along fairly well, I might say 
astonishingly well in social circles, 
but all these cases when investigated 
prove to be .semi-mutes, who lost 
their speech l>etween the ages of 
five and ten years or later, and they 
do not owe their proficiency in lij)- 
reading or speech to any Oral School 
but to the loving devotion of a 
mother or some other near relative, 
and for the Pure Oralist to parade 
these cas«B before the world as 
products o" their own is the rankest 
fraud. 

A lady ftiend of mine who is an 
excellent Lp- reader and very pro- 
ficient in speech once met a hearing 
lady at a social gathering. The 
hearing lady said " O ! you speak .so 
well ! I wiih my neice could talk as 
well as you do. I can hardly under- 
stand her or she me." "Who is 
your neice?" inquired my friend. 
" Why, don't you know, she is 

Mrs. I mentioning a name well 

known among the deaf) It turned 
out that tliB neice had \xs.n brough't 
up in a pureoral school. At great ex- 
pense and tiat even after marriage 
when .she was tne mother of chil- 
dren she continued taking lessons in 
lip-reading and speech, but .she 
could not make herself understood 
except witi difficulty. Her hus- 
band is a staunch oralist, but when 
she appears in public he helps her 
out by spelling to her on the sly and 
yet he insi.sts that we .shall not use 
signs or fiager spelling ! Now, if 
this lady, rolling in wealth, and 
with every advantage at her dis- 
posal is not a success in a social 
way, what can be expected of the 
average graduate of our Pure Oral 
Schools ? 

This .sunmer a reunion of the 
graduates o( the highest priced Pure 
Oral Schoo ia this country, was 
held at the .School. vSign were ta- 
Ixiocd. Thtse graduates experienc- 
ed so much difiiculty in making 
themselves understood by speech 
that many of them gave up the at- 
tempt and conver.sed by means of 
pencil and {jad ! And .some were .so 
disgusted that they vowed never to 
attend another sucii reunion. Now, 
if these high priced pupils — it cost 
their parents cne thousand dollars a 
year, for years and years— could not 
converse among themselves freely 
by means of speech, what is the out- 
look for the ave'age deaf pupil, who 
has no such adwntages ? And is it 
not obtaining money under false 
pretenses to tend out prospects to 
confiding pareits that are not ful- 
filled ju.st for their one thou.sand 
dollars a year ? 

"I do not inderstand" is the 
rock on which Jralisni founders. 

A deaf lady writer recently said: 
"The Bible sys : — ' Curse not the 
deaf.' But w< must admit there is 
some temptation to cur.se us when 
one tries four a five times to make 
IIS ' lid and then has to get 

a ])- m1 vrite it." And she is 

right. 

But what I A-i"'' 'm "inpharize to- 
day is this : 

Pure Oralisn as ii exists to-day is 
such a total fa lure in the social life 
of the deaf hat ninety jwr cent of 
the orally tatght drop their hardly 
acquired .speedi-— except among very 
near relativej — almo.st as soon as 
they leave B:bool and resort to writ- 
ing and sigis in all their social inter- 
course with the world at large. 

Theory is one thing, but practical 
experience is another. We are 
taught at i:reat exj)ense of time and 



practical education. But these two 
can not go together. If the pupil 
gets a practical education, his speech 
is imperfect, if he gets perfect .speech 
he gets it at the exj^nse of a prac- 
tical Ivnglish education, for .so much 
time is .sjjcnt in developing the or- 
gans of the throat that the head is 
neglected. 

In conclusion, my dear friends, I 
will say there is absolutely no social 
side to Pure Oralism for the aver- 
age deaf person, and I challenge .i 
contradiction to this statciiient on 
this floor or anywhere el.se. I am 
from Missouri and want to be .shown.

CIVIL 8KRVICK FIGHT. 

At last that odious discrimination against 
the deaf has been removed by an Execu- 
tive order ! J'lius the ban placed uikju the 
deaf by the Civil Service Comnii.s.sion is 
eilminated. This is to the untold beiieht 
of the American deaf, whose opportunities 
for employment by private concerns as 
well as by the tlovcrnment' would have 
been seriously retluc«l in miinber. 

To lix-Presidenl Theodore Roosevesl we 
owe a debt of gratitude for our emanciap- 
tion from the governmcnl HIJACK 1, 1ST, 
and to President Taft for so tnodifying the 
order as lo open more ])osittons to the 
deaf on merit, leaving it to the judgment 
of the heads of tlie .several Ivxcctilivc l)c- 
partnieiits instead of the Commission. To 
Hon. James R. Garfield, Secretary of the 
Interior under Mr. Roosevelt, and also to 
Mr. Ballinger, the present Secretary of the 
Interior, we are greatly obliged for interest- 
ing themselves in the inatler. 

Dr. lidward Miner Ciallaudet, our dear- 
ly beloved President, again provcl his love 
and worth as the greatest living benefactor 
of the deaf ; for it was he who laid the 
cise tjefore Mr. Gariield and furnished the 
amunitioii for the fight. He, with our 
esteemed l")r. K. A. Fay, formed the bulk 
of the aiiiunition. 

To Mr. Olof Hanson, 'S6, we award the 
plan among the American deaf for the 
bold and skilful appeal to President Roo.se- 
velt, which caused the Coniniission to 
relax its stubborn stand. 

Mr. (i. W. Vedit/., '8.), deserves a great 
deal of credit for his remarkable conduct of 
the now-famous tight for our rights as 
citizens. To his indomitaiile courage, 
slretiiiuus energy, and cleverness is due tlie 
happy outcome of the whole light. It was 
he that "struck" Mr. Taft, while it was 
Mr. Hanson that "struck " Mr. ttoosevelt. 

Last, but not least, lo the Minnesota 
Association, the Pennsylvania Society for 
the Advancement of the Deaf, the I'as-a- 
Pas Club of Chicago, and other organized 
bodies of the deaf and individual deaf \ye 
are under lasting obligations for their 
effective co-operation in the matter. 

The agitation of the movement was 
staitcl by the Rev. Oliver J. Whildin, '93, 
at the meeting of the A.s.sociation held al 
Kendall Green three years ago, when he 
called our alleiitioii to the Coniniission 's 
ruling against the deaf. On motion, tVie 
following Comtiiittee was appointed lo 
make an effort to have the unjust rule re- 
scinded : Mr. Veditz, Chairman, Mr. 
Whildin, and Mr. ( now Rev.) E. Clayton 
Wyand, '02. 

Shortly after our meeting. President 
VeiHt7., of the National Associrtion of the 
Deaf, which was assembled in convention 
at Norfolk, Va., appointed Ihc following 
Committee lo co-operate with ours ; Mr. 
Wyand, Chairman, Mr. Whiltlin, and Mr. 
Win. C. Riller, of Hampton, Va. Throngb 
its energolic Pre.sidcnt, tlie National As- 
sociation took the lead in the whole tight. 

I refraineil from taking active i>art in my 
olficial cajiacity, expcepl by correspon- 
dence with the Committee antl suggestions, 
for fear tliat two <liffcrent guns might 
cause confusion and .spoil the plan. In 
the latter part of the tight 1 had the plan of 
campaign completed and was about to ask 
you to co-operate when tlial fatuous 
Hanson letter had its desired efTect. 

This is an event of vast national imjiort 
and iu'rusl ; an epoch in the educational 
p. the deaf ; the attaimeiit of a 

^i. boon ; a ttiumph over obstacles 

hillicilo (itemed iusurmonnlalile. Phis is 
an achievement that reflects much credit 
upon the American deaf, — an achieve- 
ment which cannot fail to command the 
respect and admiration of the hearing 
world. 

Hut our work is not over. While wc 
have a perfect right to rejoice over our 
great victory, we must not overlook Ihe 
tacl thai I'ncle Sam will watch ns more 
closely than ever, since he has put asicle 
the discrimination against the deaf to 
apiiease our demand for justice. There- 
fore let us pnive ourselves worthy of bis 
confidence. The .leaf do not ask for 
favors. They sitiijily ask for a sipiate 
deal, and that, having shown their fitness 
by pa.ssing the rei|uiieil examinations, 
they lie not rejected because they hapjieii 
to he deaf. Above all, let us satisfy 
Roosevelt and Taft that they have made no 
mistake in the matter. 

THK KDWARD MINRR OALLAtTDKT I'lINn. 

It may not be amiss to give a Utile his- 
toiy of this Fund foi a permaueiil ollicial 
rei'oril. 

My distinguished predecessor, Dr. 
Thomas Francis Fox, '83, received, in 
neceinbcr, 1906, from members of the As- 
sociation in wiilely seperaled sections of 
the country that it would be well for the 
alumni to devise some fitting testitnoiiial 
to show their lively appreciation of the 
work and devotion of President (iallaudcl 
on the occasion of the seventieth anniver- 
sary of his birth in February following, 
ami also of the golden jubilee of his labors 
on Kendall C.teeii the following spring. 

The suggestion came first from the I'itts- 
burgli branch, ami next from Colorailo, 
thus proving that the sentiment was not 
local, embracing, as it did, the Kast and 
the West. The Httsburgh people inlend- 
«1 to tniy a present for Dr. Gallaiidel 
themselves, but after consulliug with 
rresideiil I'ox, the words " Me loo" were 
soon living from all directions. So the 
idea o' a single llranch t)ecame univermil 
among other Branches as well as individu- 
als. 

Acting upon this suggestion, rresidcnt 
l''ox appoinleil a Committee of the three 
oldest Rlumiit in Washington to receive 
the money and to decide uiHin some fitting 
testimonial for President Gallaudcl's pcr- 
.soiial use, and notified the several Hranch- 
es ami prominent alumni in various .sec- 
tions (if the coniiiry. The re.sjioiise was 
immeiiiate and generous, in .spite of the 
fact that the time was short, and only a 
^x>rtion of the alninni knew it. 

The Coniinillee on Ihe Testiinonal, con- 
sisting of Melville Itallard, '66, John H. 
Hotchkiss, '69, and Amos G. Draper, '72, 
upon whom fell the respou-sibiHly of decid- 
ing what the testimonial should be, were 
ina(inndai< ' i-ic of the limited time 
and the uii is to the amount like- 

ly lo be at 11. < .1 >,ir.|,osal. The conclusion 
was finally reacluil not lo buy any object 
for President tJallaudet's |His.iiml ns,- but 
to hold the money alrc:i i as 

the nucleus of a fund to 1" md 

to be devoted to the bioadeniiig and 
alrenglhening of the interests of the Col- 
lege in some way. 

The existance of the Fund and the in- 
tent of its cstablishmenl were formally 
made known lo President (.lallaudet on the 
lug of the .seventieth anniversary of 
111, at a public meeting of the col- 
;, ,,. Ikxly and the meml>ers of the District 
of Columbia Branch of the Ainnini .\sso- 
ciation, tiy the presentation of a properly 
engroaseil address. It is needless to adil 
that the beloved Presidenl was very happy 
to know the fact. Al that time the total 
of <i7i.>»8had tjeeii contributed. 

The Coinniitlee was unable tt) make up 
its mind us to what particnlai eiul tlie 
Funil should he ilcvote<l, as it thought it a 
inatler deserving more serious considera- 



etl suggestions from all sources 

Various suggestions were received, but 
no definite decision could be made. In a 
general way, however, it had been decideiU 
that the l>'und should beheld permanentlv, 
and its income ti.scd to further the interests 
of the College, and al the last meeting of 
this As.sociation the Committee left the 
particular ends which it should be made to 
.serve to the judgment of the Association. 
The Fund, «s reporte<l at that time (July 
1, i9<57), ainoumtetl 10^259.29. 

When Mr. Veilitz moved that a com- 
niiltee of five be apjxjinted to take up the 
matter of an endowment fund. Dr. Hotch- 
kiss offereil the following amendment : 
"and to devise ways and means for the 
increase of the EDWARD M1NF,R GALr 
T.AUDF:T fund and decide niwn its dis- 
position." The motion as thus amended 
was adopted, and accordingly President 
Fox ap]K>ititetl Mes-srs. Hotdikiss, Draper, 
Ballard, Ve<iitz and Fox to constitute the 
committee. Now you will soon receive 
the report of this committee, and tliscuss 
the iniixirtanl subject. It is liopeil that 
some definite plan will liave been formu- 
lated lielore adjoiirnmenl sine die. 

The Couimittee seetiis ;ncline<l lo the 
i<lea that the KDWARD MINER GAl,- 
IvAUDKT FUND should conyey the ini- 
pluse and occasion that crested it, that is, 
do honor to Dr. Gallaude: when he dies, 
or even .sooner, in some way not yet de- 
cided upon ; and therefore should not l)e 
merged in Some other fund to be devote<l 
to iiidetiiiite and general pirposes. Hut at 
the same time there might be no objection 
to joining the EDWARD MINER GAU- 
I.AUDET FUND and tie Endowment 
idea, yet there is .seriouj doubt as to the 
possibility of the Kndovnient reaching 
into the millions. Another argument 
against the Endowment idea is that as 
long as Congress supp(.irts the College, 
there is no need of anxiety about its future. 

As to the disposal of tie l''und, my own 
opinion is that if we ctuld make it the 
nucleus of an eudownient fund to be devot- 
ed entirely to the interests of the College, 
it would be the be.st and iiost fitting testi- 
monial we could devise. The present 
name of the Fund could be retained. It 
would, if thus designatel, keep the me- 
mory of the founder of .he College ever 
fresh. 

But the cpiestion arises : Would it be 
wise to endanger the sujuwrt of our Col- 
lege by the Government iy starting an en- 
dowment fund al present with all its un- 
certainly as to the final outcome? The 
le^s saiif the better. The fact that the Col- 
lege has nq trouble gettini>; its annual ap- 
propriations from Congress makes it un- 
necessary as well as inexpedient for us to 
waste our best energies or an impractiable 
scheme like raising a Thr^e Million Dollar 
Ivtidownient Fund, especially when we 
know how extremely dirt'iciilt il would be 
for us to fjet the Carnegies, Rockfellers, 
Sages, Flicks, Vanderhilts, Schwabs, ami 
other niultl-millionaires interested when 
they know that the College is aniplv main- 
tained by the Government. Therefore, in 
my humble opinion, it would be best and 
wisest for us to abondou the Endowment 
idea for the present. 

All the present interest and enthn.siasm 
as enviced by steady conlribulions from 
year to year would lie spoileil were we so 
to fix the Fund that we could not use it 
for many and many years -perhaps many 
beyond our natural live*. I,et us so ar- 
range as to let Dr. Callaudet see it in actu- 
al u.se, if jxxssible. 

The Fund amounts to $761.95 at present. 
Let us swell il every year. This can be 
done by the co-operation of the alumni in 
various ways : (i ) by means of a system- 
atic cainpaign of subscriptions, votuntary 
and solicited; (l) hy means of lectures, 
readings, and other entertainments; (3) by 
pledges, thiough ch.spters indivi<liiais. I 
would suggest llBt the alumni, through 
their home cha]>ttrs or individually, eon- 
tribute a respeclaHe sum of money to the 
Fund on each rccirring anniversary of the 
birth of our revercl friend and lienefactor. 
He will have rouided out bis seventy- 
fourth year by I'Vliuary 5th next. 

The sooner a def'jiite plan is determine*! 
ujKin the better, "here must be defiuite- 
ness .alnrnt it, or llere will not be much 
substantial increasi as long as its purj>ose 
remains undecide«l The Fund, when il 
reaches the 1000 nark, uiiglit be iiivesteit 
nt 5 or 6 per cent iileiest, and the income 
conlil be used in adiiig worthy students 
who may have the if>ecial talent of a Doug- 
herty or a Hanson. 

Thk Standaki; of Schoi.ar.ship. 

II was generally alniitted that the stand- 
ard of scholarship stould be raised at Col- 
lege. So in order l< keep pace with other 
progressive colleges, tlie l'"acully has revis- 
ed the course of stuly. Whether it is a 
wi.se .step or not, tine will tell. We all 
know, however, that this change is neces- 
ary, for our college las Ijccii compared to 
a high school, ami tie coni)>(iri.s<>n would 
be unfavorable in tin extreme, h'or one I 
liclieve Ihat the reftrin will benelil not 
only future genci-ati«iis of the deaf, but 
also the schools for He deaf. The schools 
will have lo raise ther own standard, and 
we may expe«'t remaritable results in the 
near future, p'iflet^ncandidales havelieen 
admitletl to Ci>llege under the new require- 
lueiil this coming autimn. 

Wendell Phillip usel truly to say ; "To 
do as well as our fathers we must do better 
than they." 

The lechnical iileii kas made such head- 
way within the (Mi.st few yesrs that it would 
be well for the l'"acultv of the College to 
give this matter serious consideration with 
a view lo establishing a technical tlcpart 
ment. This was experimented with sever- 
al years ago and abandoned for want of 
enthnsiasiii on the part or the students. 
But .since tlieii the idea has liecouie very 
urgent that not only the mind but also the

Mississippi has done the same thing for 
some time. .\lso Nebraska has helpetl 
some who were unaljle to go to College 
withoul it, l>ut has not made a regular 
practice of such aid. 

This plan commends itself to all fair- 
minded per.s<,)ns, •ml should be kept up, 
especially in the western Stales, whose 
students are unable to pay the railroad ex- 
penses owing to the Interstate Commerce 
Law, which prohibits cheay>er transporta- 
tion than two cents a mile. In days of 
old passes or cheaper fare privileges could 
be .securetl without trouble ; but conditions 
have since changed, and no such favors are 
granted. 

The States that give aid to their slndents 
will never regret it, as the money so appro- 
priated will be more than compeiised for 
by the usefullness of generations thus 
favoretl. It isaii investnient that pays. 1 
suggest thai the alumni connected with 
the Schools far out in the West and North- 
west, together with their superintendents, 
inlet est their l,egislatnres in the matter. 
An ap(>eal like Mr. Hanson's to the 
Legislature of his State cannot fail lo have 
weight.

GALLAUDET DAY. 

The cominenoratiou of the anniversary 
of the birth of Tboaias Hopkins Gallau- 
det has l>ecome a universal practice, and 
now nearly every school for the deaf in 
the country observes it with less or more 
solemnity. Not only in the schools, but 
also l)y organizations of the adult deaf is 
the memory of Gallaudet fittingly observ- 
ed. This is as il shoulil l>e. What the deaf 
of every generation past ami to come owe 
lo him is l>eyond computation. To their 
pride and their honor, Ihey have shown 
their gratitude by a fitting eulogy on each 
recurring anniversary of his natal dav. 

The idea adoptetl by the Missis.sippi 
School for the I>eaf lo celebrate the an- 
niversary of the natal day with lectures 
by distinguished deaf eilucalors, is worthy 
of emulation. All the schools should ob- 
serve this day, setting forth the virtues 
aiul work of the man we all revere, so 
that deaf children may learn to know and 
love their first benef.ictor. I notice with 
pleasure that alumni who are connectetl 
with schools arS foremost in this matter, 
and they deserve praise. Along with 
Gallaudet, we should not forget our first 
American teacher, Ivaurent Clerc. 

As is well known, on the centennial oc- 
casion, the deaf of the country showed 
their profound gratitude to their first bene- 
factor by erecting a statue of bronze on the 
terrace at the College, which institution 
has since l)een mast appropiiately named 
in his honor. The peilestal is or tjuincy 
granite, and has weathere<l the heat and 
cold, the storm and sunshine, of nearly a 
quarter of a century. But the vicis,situdes 
of the weather have left their impress, so 
that to-day it is sadlv in neetl of rejmir. 
Therefore I respectfully recommeud that 
such action be taken as will save Ihe monu- 
ment from ruin. A .sjjecial fund for this 
purpose should Iw established, and each 
son and daughter of Gallaudet -should 
pledge himself and herself to a sjiecifietl 
sum lo insure the perjietnitv of our first 
great Gallaudet's meniov\

to the presidency, secretaryship and trea- 
surersliip, it is only fair that a correct state- 
ment should lie made of our position on the 
subject. We have been placed in a false 
light by certain indiviiluals, — those who 
have never receivetl any benefit from our 
College — whose hue and cry of " Gallaudc- 
li.sni" reveals their remarkable ignorance. 
.\ mere baseless and absuixl charge could 
not have been made. The implication that 
Gallaudet graduates are Ijanued together 
to keep " the common deaf-mutes" out of 
oflice, and are responsible for the crimes 
of commission in deaf politics, is utterly 
and emphatically without fouiidattoii in 
fact. Tho.se graduates active in Associ- 
ation alTairs have always been in a hope- 
less minority, and could ea.sily have bt?en 
outvoted in any convention. If a Gal- 
landelian achieves prominence and wields 
iniUience it is simply liecause he jxjssess- 
es and uses the ability. If he attains 
positions of honor anti trust il is because 
the " common deaf -mules" have had the 
common sense to put him there. 

To prejudice one race against another 
is bad enough ; but to incite strife by turn- 
ing one class of the deaf against another, 
on account of a grievance, real imagin- 
ary, is worse, and deserves the severest 
possible censure. To play oil one cla.ss 
against another would indicate a failure 
lo realize responsibility, and such an one 
is to lie pilieil rather than denounce<l. 

Criticism of any kind should be tolerat- 
ed ; but when it comes to casting gratui- 
tous .suspicion upon the motives of those 
who are .sincerely trying to uplift the 
deaf through honorable ineaiLS, it is time 
that we protest. Now, as a matter of fact, 
we are manfully doing our part in the 
world's work that must be done by men 
and women who have been so fortunate 
as lo enjoy the benefit of a collegiate etl 
ucatiou. Always ready to help our bre- 
thren wherever and whenever dutysum- 
moiis us, we sometimes sacrifice our time 
and money, even our health. We are 
readv and glad lo take our share in the 
nation's activities and bear responsibilities 
for the common gcjod of the deaf in gen- 
eral withoul any thought of seU-gloriiica- 
lioii. . Now and then our less fortunate 
brethren cry for want of knowledge anil 
and slrelch out their hands to us for as- 
•sislance or relief. While some in self- 
greetl to.ss to such a stone or poi.soneil 
husks, shall not we, who have the advant- 
age of higher education, give our help- 
ing hand i" Obligation equals our opjiorl- 
uiiity. No heart that is human can fail to 
lieeil these calls. 

Picture to yourselves the dreadful calam- 
ity it would have been had California, 
Texas and l''lorida been left as Spanish - 
sjieakiug countries, and if all the magni- 
ficent region from the Mississippi to the 
Pacific had been turneil over to he quarrel- 
eil for either by the local Indian tribes 
or by the European nations. Hardly 
less would be the calatnily if we should 
now turn our back upon our duty and with 
craven and abject shrinking from re- 
sponsibility abandon our part of the worW's 
work and incur the lieserved contempt of 
humanity by delif>erately refusing to take 
our place among the deaf. What would 
have been the condition of the American 
deaf had we left them al the uiercy of the 
Civil Service Commission ? 

We are taking the only course consis- 
tent with our idea of duly as we understand 
it. The best of all is where a new organ- 
ization is effected through the efforts of 
our jieople, it is uoliceable that nothing 
but goo<l resulted from such work, where 
scrupulous men and women are dominant. 
Woe unto us if we shrink from such effort. 
We work whenever we see any movenient
